_ BRITISH PRESS BUREAU. 


Authorities Will Hold Responsible 
Directors of Papers or News 
Agencies After Dec. 20, 1915. 


LONDON, Dec. 12.—The following offi- 
cial statement was made public tonight: 
“Sir Edward Grey has arranged that 
from Dec. 20, 1915, censorship by the press 
bureau on behalf of the foreign office 
shall be suspended. This will not mean 
a change in the provisions of the defense 
of the realm acts or of regulations made 
thereunder. 

“They will be binding as heretofore, 
but the responsibility of seeing that they 
are complied with as regards the publica- 
tion in any newspaper or by any news 
agency of matter relating to foreign af- 
fairs will rest upon the directors of that 
newspaper or news agency. 

“ As regards matter telegraphed abroad 
from this country, the responsibility will 
rest with the senders of telegrams. Noth-

and clergymen ‘to keep cool and advising 
all not to indulge in public speech or 
writing except with fair recognition of all 
existing facts. 

The statement prepared by Bishop Ed- 
sail, which the ‘* broads "* made their own 
by signing their names, contains the 
declaration that he does not believe there 
will be any division of the church over 
the matter of the Panama congress. . 


Bishops Not Contravened., 

It reads in part as follows: 

‘From: a fair consideration of the facts 
it seems to me clear that the board of 
missions did not act contrary to the di- 
rection of the general convention nor con- 
travene the action of the house of bishops 
when it stuck to its decision to send dele- 
gates to Panama. 

“In the mind of any fair minded man 
‘the question was reduced simply to that 
of expediency. In my opinion it was not 
only expedient, but right. ‘It is also to 
be borne in mind that sending delegates 
does not.involve the spending of money 
nor is there a proposition to expend in 
the future missionary funds in Latin 
America in any other way than that which 
has already. been approved in the wise 
conduct of work in Brazil, Cuba, Porto 
Rico, Mexico, and the canal zone.
